"Inadequate building space, a 
present building that does not meet 
full requirements of state inspec- 
tors, and uncertain financing all 
combined to strike a note of pessi- 
mism ," Secretary Elizabeth Storch 
said. 

The finance committee asked a 
delay in its final report until the 
next meeting on July 2, when it 
will have had an opportunity to ob- 
tain figures on the assessed valua- 
tion based on the new assessments. 

The committee on population 
trends and enrollment said that the 
enrollment of the Antioch Town- 
ship High school will increase from 
600 to 695 next year. The enroll- 
ment in 1962, as figured from press 
ent grade school enrollments will 
be 1128 and the projected enroll- 
ment in 1972 will be 2746. "These fig- 
ures are conservative and do not 
take into consideration' new resi- 
dents the Bong Air Base and the 
new toll road may bring," Mrs. 
Storch said the committee reported. 

The school property east of the 
Soo Line tracks was termed ade- 
quate for athletics but inadequate 
for building purposes.

It Con Happen Again 

Have you forgotten what a polio epidemic is like? 
Let this description of what' happened in a single state, 
from a recent speech by Raymond H. Barrows, execu- 
tive director of the National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis, refresh your memory: "People wetc clean- 
ing their houses, raking up their lawns, discussing 
summer vacations on that warm spring day when four 
hospitals admitted patients suffering from high fevers 
and paralysis. 

Still that wasn't enough to alarm anybody. Four 
cases don't make an epidemic. ' But as May passed, 
the dread word 'polio' began creeping into backyard 
conversations. By June polio had made its presence 
known with smashing effect. Hospitals began fran- 
tically checking their equipment and facilities. 

"July became a nightmare as the weekly number 
of cases passed well over a hundred. By early 
August the word 'polio' blazed daily in newspaper 
headlines. That week 211 new cases were reported. 
Public gatherings were banned. Summer camps were 
closed. Vacations were cancelled. Patients were 
bedded in hospital corridors. New words crept into 
the daily vocabulary: 'hot pack machines', Toronto 
splints', 'isolation gowns,' 'iron lungs'. The National 
Foundation recruited 718 nurses and 811 physical 
therapists from other areas and rushed them into epi- 
demic centers. Polio chapters spent $431,000 and the 
National Foundation's New York office advanced more 
than a million and a half. 

"Volunteers gave their time and energy until the 
bitter end— and the end came all too slowly. Not 
until late September did the weekly case load drop 
below 100. The last case of the year was reported 
just before Christmas. Health authorities then totaled 
up the damage: 2,516 persons stricken, 143 of them 
dead." 

That was in the state of North Carolina in 1948. 

Last year, in contrast, the U. S. had no polio epi- 



demic. To the Salk vaccine and the 65 million Ameri- 
can 3 who have been vaccinated goes the credit. ; 

But with three out of seven Americans still un- 
vaccinoted, polio epidemics can happen again. For 
the National Foundation warns that paralytic polio 
cannot be really *wiped out until, every person under 
40 has had his full series of Salk vaccine shots, i <

There is no point in minimizing the unemployment 
problem in this country.

As of a late date, the Wall Street Journal points 
out, .the unemployed amounted to about seven per 
cent of the total work force. By way of comparison 
the figure at the worst of the great depression of the 
30's was 30 per cent.

4 "Therefore," the Journal says, rt "when we attempt 
to appraise the present state of the economy in terms 
of unemployment we should remember that seven per 
cent out of work, while personally distressing, is 
mathematically excessive only when compared with 
the best years any economy ever had " 

We all 'hope that the seven "per cent of the work 
force who are no w: unemployed will find- jobs . soon. 
Meanwhile, it will do no one 1 any good"to~act as^if 
the bottom has completely fallen out of the .economic 
structure; It hasn't. Despite the recession, the vast 
majority of the American people are far better off, 
materially speaking, than their equivalents in any 
other country on this earth.

lawns and pets provided for. 

If you are going abroad you need passports, visas, 
guide books and a whole series of vaccinations. This 
year there should be a new vaccine on your required 
list— rthe Salk vaccine. " 

But even if you are not leaving the country, 
vacation time Is still a dangerous time for polio in- 
fection./ One reason lies in the nature of the virus. 

There are actually three types pi polio virus that 
cause paralysis, They are known as Type 1, or the 
Brunhilde type, named after a chimpanzee from whom 
it was first discovered; Type 2, or the Lansing type, 
from Lansing, Mich., where it was first identified; 
and Type 3, or the Leon type, named after a Los 
Angeles boy who died of it. 

In different parts of the country one type may, 
at any given time, bo more prevalent than others.' 
If, for instance, you are going from California, where 
the Leon type may be most prevalent, to New York, 
where the Brunhilde type may be most prevalent, 
your natural immunity may no longer protect you. 
Or, even if you stay home, an influx of vacationers 
may bring in other virus types heretofore less prev- 
alent in your area. 

The virtue of the Salk vaccine is that it protects 
you against all three types. But unless you have 
been vaccinated yourself, you cannot be sure of im- 
munity. Play safe and make vaccination a part of 
your vacation preparations.

EARLY FRENCH EXPLORERS 

The first white men to- penetrate 
the vast wilderness of the iMissis-; 
ilppl Basin, of which our Estate of 
Illinois formed a portion, were the 7 
early French explorers. 

At the time the Puritans arrived 
In "The Mayflower" on .the shores 
of Massachusetts, France 'had al- 
ready established her colony at 
Quebec and was making extensive 
l to occupy Canada and estab- 
a great empire. 
The reports circulated in France 
concerning the advantages of the 
fur trade with the Indians were 
such as to induce many of the no- 
bility and gentry to invest. tiieir 
fortunes in the New WorJd^:^ 
V, Fur traders and hunters, possessed 
of both business acumen and f siur- 
curloalty, pusTied into the "new 
country, as did the first Jesuit mis- 
otiariefl, who were ever anxious to 
the- hews of the gospel to the 
native tribes of the Northwest. 
These hardy men were the thin-edge 
of the axe which gradually split 
wide open the.' great territory of 
America's midwest to white settle- 
ment ■■"• ': *■''• ■•"■'■ 

The first white man who is 'known 
to have stood upon the soil of Illi- 
nois was Jean Nicollet, agent for the 
"Company of the Hundred Associ- 
ates" which from Quebec ruled the 
basin of the St. Lawrence. 
' Nicolett's trip, by canoe, covered 
hundreds of miles of virgin wilder- 
ness from July, 1634 to December, 
1035. Coming by way of Mackinac 
and Green Bay, he ascended tile Fox 
river" to portage over* to the Wis- 
consin, following that stream to 
within a few days travel of the 
Mississippi, Below the portage, he 
visited the Maskoutens and other 
tribes of the Illinois Indians, who 
lived southwards in about sixty vil- 
lages. This location would appar- 
ently include the lake region of Mc- 
Henry and Lake counties. 

What an experience It would be 
for some young fellow of today, say 
from Antioch High School, to have 
accompanied Nicollet and his men 
on their, lonely, history-making 
journey into the uncharted, wilder- 
ness of that early day. 

He would have seen no towns, 
roads, bridges, traffic, no people. 
He would have found himself in 
fringed buckskins and carrying a 
long flintlock rifle with powder 
horn, slipping quietly along the 
river in a supply-laden bark canoe; 
seeing only the green river banks, 
the dark forests, the lush marsh- 
lands, the , tawny prairies. He 
would have heard only the sounds 
of the wild creatures of the land and 
the air. Fighting the white rapids, 
portaging over the sand bars, camp- 
ing each evening at likely places 
along the river. Just occasionally 
perhaps, he would have caiight 
a glimpse of a furtive brown-skinned 
figure among the bush as some cur- 
. ious Indian watched this new canoe 
with its strange party of white- 
skinned men drift along down .the 
stream. 
It was not until the year 1673 



that Father Marquette of holy mem- 
ory, was appointed to ithe Illinois 
mission, and .accompanying Louis 
Joliet floated down the Wisconsin 
river from the point where Nicollet 
turned back, and continued on via 
the Mississippi River to the mouth 
of the Wabash, Ohio, L 
X On returning ^they traversed the 
course of the Illinois river, visiting 
a large Indian village called Kas- 
kasHia near what is now Utica. Con- 
tinuing on, they bypassed the site 
of what later became Chicago, and 
by canoe, came along the lake 
shore past the future sites of Wau- 
kegan, Kenosha, etc., up to Green 
Bay, where a mission had been es- 
tablished by Father AUbuez in .1669. 
The following . year Marquette 
Mrtli vfeUe4 m vfefildera of ,I# ke 
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which journey they traversed its en- 
tirellerigthr and took possession of 
the whole vast 'basinlor France and 
called it Louisiana. ;' 

The letteriof LaSalle to Frontenac 
in -j 1682 makes f irst^ mention of the 
early day residents^bf -our county, 
when he found the Mascoutlns and 
Kikapous living in villages between 
the DesPJaines and Rock Rivers, i 

In 1685 a relay fort at the Che- 
cagou Portage was built, and within 
.a-vfew/years became a place of cpn-r 
siderable importance for traders. 
The thin edge of the axe was be- 
ginning to intake its mark.

rid Pottawa 
he journeyed back to the Kaskas 
kia- village. From Marquette's writ- 

party to land their canoes at a point 
about where Waukegan now stands, 
and- make the remainder of their 
journey to Chicago on foot. Thus 
it was more than a century before 
the Revolutionary War, Marquette, 
the intrepid explorer and faithful 
missionary, had traversed this re- 
gion on foot, where probably no 
white man had been before him. 

Then followed LaSalle, in 1679, 
when with- Hennepin and others, he 
came south along' the west shore on 
his way to the Illinois. . Joining 
Tonti, the Frenchmen in January, 
1680, built the first white man's 
structure on the river a little below 
the Indian settlement. This was 
Fort Crevecoeur, which soon was 
abandoned in favor of Fort St. Louis 
built upon high riverside cliffs now 
known as Starved Rock. This spot, 
famed for its tragic Indian history, 
is now a state park and a favorite 
point of interest for modern vaca- 
tioners; In that early day, however, 
the white men's nearest place of 
trade was Montreal. 

Another trip was made by Tonti 
in the fall of 1680, passing through 
what is now Lake county,; going 
north to Green Bay. Again in Jan- 
uary 1682, LaSalle and Tonti were 
on their way to the Mississippi, on

State Will Provide 200 
Nursing Scholarships 
Under Work Year Plan 



Nursing education scholarships, 
worth from $2,000 to $3,500 over a 
three-year period, are now available, 
Frank Denison, counselor at Anti- 
och Township has been informed. 

A bill signed by Gov. W, O. Sfrat- 
ton made 200 scholarships available, 
through the Illinois Department of 
Welfare for the year 1958. . 

To be eligible the student must 
be between 17 and 35, a high school 
graduate who is qualified for ad- 
mission to an approved School of 
Nursing. The scholarships provide 
all tuition to the school of one's 
choice in Illinois or another mid- 
western state, all fees, books and 
uniforms, plus a monthly stipend of 
$30 for the first year, $40 for the 
second year, and $50 for third year 
students! 

There is an obligation, however. 
The candidate must accept employ- 
ment at full salary starting at $285 
to $300 a month as a staff nurse in 
the Department of Public Welfare's 
12 hospitals or two schools, with 
civil service status, on the basis of 
one year of employment for each 
year in school on the scholarship.
